GRAPHICALLY PORTRAYED 


BY RELIEF COMMISSION 


Population Has Been Reduced by More Than Half Million as Result 
of War—People Living in Cellars and in Lofts of Cow Stables, 
Children Born in Hen Ooops and Pig Sties in Past Few Months

Terrible Conditions of Life, 

Of the destruction of homes and 
property the report says: ‘\We found 
people living in cellars under the 
ruins of their homes, in lofts over the 
cow stalls; saw children that had 
been born in hen coops and in pig 
sties and learned of one man who 
considered that he was doing well 
when the popuiation of his poultry 
house Was reduced from 22 to 18 re- 
fugees,”

Ghent, in Belgium, one hundred years 
ago, had not proved to be only a 
scrap of paper,’ but had been sacred- 


ly kept by both nations, and teday 
we could look backward with plea- 
sure, and follow the history of both 
countries, verging closer and closer 
in friendship as tim went On each 
developing in power, wealth and 
population, until the mother country 
could boast of upwards of four hun- 
dred millions of British subjecta, and 
the grent republic of nearly one hun- 
dred million eltizens, 
Prince's Visit to States, 
Mr. Montgomery referred to the 


time, fifty-five years ago, when, after 


interchange of letters between 
resident Buchanan and Queen Vic- 
toria, the then Prince of Wales. after- 
wards Edward the Peacemaker, vis-

A New Avent in Street 
Tra 


The "“Jithey” bus haa taken by 
stotin. the Pacific coast és from 
San Diego to Vaheouver, Notwith- 
Standing the péouliarity of the name, 
there is nothing peculiar about the 
vehicle. It is tnerely an automobile 
running on a route and carrying pas- 
sengers for a five cent fare, The 
word itself means a nickel or five cent 
piece, That the expensive and exci 
sive automobile can be run as an 
ordinary bus at a five cent fare is a 
startling development which throws 
a new light on «the question of pas- 
senger traffic on city streets, A year 
ago the street railways with thelr en- 
ormous capitalization and exclusive 
franchises were in full contro! of the 
traffic situation. Today the street 
railway systems of all the cou ithe 
are viewing with alarm thelr [ i 
revenues as 2 result of the operalons 
of the Jitney bus, wondering how 
far it is likely to go, and what ties 
enn do about it. The i

It may 
be that the street railway companies 
will be able to met this new and ef- 
fective competition by the help of 
burdensome municipal regulations, 

‘conse fees and legislation, On the 
other hand, it may be that public 
opinion will demand the best serviee 
that their money give them with- 
out regard to the interests of the 
street railway compan ; or teins.
